Green alternatives 
to CTA transport 


Since the CTA enacted service cuts to bus and train service nearly six 
months ago, some local retailers say they’ve seen increased interest 
from Chicagoans seeking alternative transportation options. 

John LeStarge, owner of Chicago Electric Bicycles, said disen- 
franchised CTA riders have been stopping in his West Town store to 
test-ride his battery-operated bikes. 

“They’re ready to ditch the car and the CTA,” LeStarge said. “This 
is a different, efficient form of transportation.” 

Philip McCaleb, CEO of the Genuine Scooter Co., a Chicago- 
based producer/distributor of motor scooters, said he’s seen a 15 
percent increase in business compared with the same period last year. 
He credited the sales bump to the increasing cost of gasoline and 
insurance, and public transportation woes. 

“We're seeing an uptick in people who are not buying scooters as 
toys but who are buying them purely as transport,” McCaleb said. 

It’s unclear how much alternative transportation is contributing to 
CTAs declining ridership. 

In June, the most recent month a ridership report was available, 
total boardings for the month were down less than 1 percent to 
43-5 million compared with June 2009. Bus boardings were down 
4.2 percent, but rail boardings were up 5.8 percent. 

Still, transportation alternatives require a hefty investment. 
Genuine Scooter charges $1,800 to $3,000 for its scooters, McCaleb 
said. The bikes on chicagoelectricbicycles.com range from $700 to 
$1,500. 

LeStarge said electric cyclists save in the long run. His bikes run on 
batteries that can last up to 30 miles ona charge, depending on the 
bike. Cyclists can choose to rely solely on battery power for a sweat- 
free commute or they can pedal when they want a workout. And they 
don’t have to pay for gas or parking. 

“Tt’s a smarter way of commuting,” LeStarge said. 


Estimates may be off track 
Construction, fest and film season are affecting the CTA’s Bus Tracker 
service. The CTA said if a bus goes off its regular route, such as for a 
fest detour, its Bus Tracker system won't be able to predict accurate 
arrival times or automatically predict when it will return to normal 
service, and may not be able to show the bus on its map. The CTA 
recommends riders check for service alerts.

Inseparable as children, Rod and Robert Blago- 
jevich drifted apart in adulthood as one brother’s 
political aspirations landed him in Congress and 
the Illinois governor’s office while the other made 
his way in the US. military and the business world 
in Tennessee.

His willingness to stand by his brother extend- 
ed to his testimony, as he refused to blame his only 
sibling for any wrongdoing. Confronted by his and 
his brother’s recorded words, Robert Blagojevich 
pleaded ignorance on some issues and claimed his 
brother was misunderstood on others. 

He was confronted with a newly revealed tape 
that appeared to show the brothers discussed the 
idea of asking President-elect Obama to spike the 
federal investigation of the Blagojevich admin- 
istration in exchange for Rod Blagojevich nomi- 
nating Obama’s choice of a candidate to his US. 
Senate seat. But Robert Blagojevich insisted that 
wasn't as it appeared. 

“T said that as a concerned brother,” he told 
a prosecutor during his cross-examination. “I

NFL 
might hit 
the floor 


For most of Chicago’s 
baseball fans, the ap- 
proach of NFL training 
camp is a welcome 
relief. (For the rest who . 
are White Sox fans ... 

eh, try not to get your Dv 
hopes up too high.) One 

of the best things about 

the NFL—especially 

compared with other 

major sports —is that 

seemingly every team 

has a shot at making the ee 
playoffs come Week r. 

But this year will be different. It'll be the 
most MLB-like pro football season we’ve seen 
in the past 20 years. And it’s not simply because 
the collective bargaining agreement expired, 
removing the salary cap for the 2010 season. 

It’s because the expired CBA removed the 
salary floor, too. 

The salary floor doesn’t get the same press as 
the cap, mostly because the excitement of sign- 
ing a big free agent involves cramming dollars 
under the cap. But the salary floor is (theoreti- 
cally) what kept the bad teams from becoming 
the Pittsburgh Pirates of the NFL. Last year’s 
cap was $128 million; the floor was $112.1 mil- 
lion. Teams can do a little accounting magic 
within the system’s rules to appear slightly 
under or over, but all 32 teams have stayed in 
roughly the same spending range for years. 

With the floor gone, you're going to see bad 
teams get worse. With the specter of a work 
stoppage in 2011, there will be teams with 
greedier-than-usual owners and less-than-stellar 
attendance figures that say “screw it” at the 
Week 6 trade deadline. 

‘Teams such as Tampa Bay and Kansas City 
already lag behind league spending averages, 
and if Jacksonville and St. Louis get off to 1-4 
ot 0-5 starts, I’m betting you see N.Y. Yankees/ 
Kansas City Royals-style trades aplenty, if not 
outright roster cuts. Why would owners keep 
paying players for a lost-cause season if they 
don’t have to? 

I don’t think our Bears will fall into this 
group, even if they start poorly. But Detroit? 
Maybe. Minnesota if Favre doesn’t return? Zygi 
Wilf could make things ugli. And that would be 
a good thing for Da Bears in weeks 13 and 15.
